Munson Truce 
Confab Last 
90 Seconds 


MUNSAN, April l l — ut\—'Truce 
negotiators set a new record for 
brevity Friday, disposing of their 
day’s work in 90 seconds. 
It was the sixth successive day 
like that, leading an AUied spokes­ 
man to suggest Communists may 
be waiting for instructions from 
higher up. The spokesman added: 
‘‘It’s going to be a hot sum m er 
and a cold winter if they’re going 
to try to outwait us.” 
Each day this week a negotiat­ 
ing subcommittee has gone through 
the formality of meeting, saying a 
few words and adjourning. Six ses­ 
sions have taken 32 minutes. 
Meanwhile, American Sabrejets, 
on the prowl for Red jets, couldn’t 
find any so they shot up a Commu­ 
nist supply train. 
The Fifth Air Force said 34 Sa­ 
bres spotted a long train shortly 
after it crossed over from the Man­ 
churian border.

Ohio Fuel Gas 
Picture Said 
Now Brighter 


COLUMBUS, April l l —up—Chan­ 
ces are good that many Ohio home 
owners, who haven’t been able to 
get natural gas for heating, will 
have it by winter. 
It looked that way Friday as the 
Public Utilities Commission of Ohio 
prepared to hold a public hearing 
on whether its freeze of natural gas 
for new space-heating custom ers 
should be continued. The hearing 
will begin Tuesday. 
Ray Martin, commission mem­ 
ber, said the freeze probably will 
be relaxed. Just how much will be 
decided after the hearing. 
The commission has indicated it 
would like to lift the entire freeze, 
which has been a headache. 
But it still remembers the severe 
winter of 1950-51 when about 5,000 
persons in the Toledo area and P ar­ 
ma were without heat because the 
gas supply ran low. That resulted 
in the complete freeze for some 
companies 
Gas companies could not refuse 
to sell anyone gas before the freeze. 
Since the demand for gas exceed­ 
ed the 
supply, the commission 
put the freeze into effect. 
Now Columbia Gas System, the 
state’s biggest wholesaler, says its 
outlook for a sufficient gas supply 
next winter is good. It has recom ­ 
mended that gas restrictions in the 
eight states it serves be relaxed. 
Several companies served by Co­ 
lumbia have followed suit. 
Ohio 
Fuel Gas Co., the largest of the 
state’s suppliers, asked the com­ 
mission for permission to take on 
14,260 more customers. If the com­ 
mission rejects this, Ohio Fuel ask­ 
ed as an alternative it be allowed 
to take on one new custom er for 
every conversion.

Damages from the o v e r f l o w s 
mounted into the millions of dol­ 
lars. 
At South Sioux City, Neb., the 
flood pushed through a dike Thurs­ 
day to drive out 250 families. The 
Red Cross also reported: 
Sioux City, la., readied plans 
to care for I,(MIO families expect­ 
ed to be driven out when the 
crest hits there about Monday. 
The downstream cities of Om a­ 
ha, Neb . and Council Bluffs, la., 
girded against a predicted crest of 
28.5 feet, some six feet above that 
which brought havoc in the last 
great flood of 1943. 
If the forecast holds true, Mis­ 
souri w ater will climb two feet 
higher there than the protecting 
dikes erected after that most re­ 
cent disaster.

Will We Face Food Shortage In 20 Years? 
LcH-A-Doy 


Is there cause for alarm in 
reports 
which have been circulated by represen­ 
tatives of the U S. Department of Agri­ 
culture to the effect that it will not be 
many years before we will face a food 
shortage in this country 
by reason 
of 
overpopulation^ 


There are a few men in Fayette County 
who hold to this opinion seriously and 
they give apparently valid reasoning to 
support their views. 


We talked with one prom inent Fayette 
County agriculturist a few days ago. a 
man who has spent much time in study 
of farm conditions. He was emphatic in 
his views as to the certainty of this idea. 
Too m any people are taking everything 
aw ay from the farm land and are putting 
far less than enough back into it, he 
said. 


Some specialists in the federal ag ri­ 
cultural department are reported to hold 
the opinion that within 20 years the Unit­ 
ed States will be over-populated, m eaning 
that farms of the nation will not be able 
to feed all the people. 


The 1950 census put the population at 
150,697.000, an increase of 19.000.000 above 
the 1940 figure of 131.669.000 
With a 
larger population base today than ever 
before, it is reasonable to suppose that it 
may increase roughly 40.000,000 within 20 
to 25 years. 


There are others, however, who take a 
different view of the situation. They argue 
that in the years to come mechanization 
and increased fertility should m eet this 
problem. Dr. Firman E. Bear, head of 
the soils departm ent a t the New Jersey 
College of Agriculture, maintains that if 
the need should arise, this country by 
applying its “know how” can produce 
enough food for 1.000,000,000 people. 
One thing is certain: We doubt that 


this country will wake up some day to 
find it has not food enough, even though 
Congress may make a minute reduction 
in the budget request for the agricultural 
department's agencies. A t h r e a t of 
this sort would be foreseen, and Ameri­ 
can brains will devise inventions, increase 
fertilization and discover more productive 
crops. 


Quantity or Quality? 
Quantity or quality—-which is most im­ 
portant in weapons of war?

Although the exact findings of the tests 
on these weapons are secrets, one result 
has been revealed. The firearms (almost 
IOO percent of which are now Russian 
made) are totally inferior to those with 
which U. S. troops are equipped, taken 
as individual components 


However, because of the lack of re­ 
finem ent given to the Russian weapons 
and the crude construction of them, much 
tim e and much money are saved on each 
piece. 


Therefore, although the guns and tanks 
are them selves inferior, two. three, or 
even four tim es as many can be built 
for the comparable price of ours. 


This problem thus presents the ques­ 
tion: is it better to be "fastest wit the 
m ostest” or "fastest with the bestest?”

By HERMAN V BUND ENS EN 
The nose on your neighbor’s 
face could be plastic, and you 
might never know it. Lifelike 
plastic noses, ears, fingers, hands 
and other parts of the body have 
become real aids to the physical 
and mental health. 
Rightly or wrongly, we judge 
people largely by their looks. Our 
friendliness, speech and actions 
toward others are also influenced 
to a great extent by this one fact 


Affects Personality 
It has been shown that a per­ 
son s looks can also affect his per 
sonality. This was brought out in 
a recent study of disfigured pris 
oners. Those who had their de 
fects corrected by .surgery were 
able to take a constructive place 
in society more readily than those 
who retained disfigurements. 
Missing parts 
of 
the 
body, 
whether due to accidents of birth 
or crippling disease, can present 
an especially serious problem 
For example, cancer of the nose 
is fairly common, and sometimes 
makes it necessary to remove the 
whole nose. Children’s noses have 
also been bitten off by animals 
In many case like these, it is ! 
impossible for a plastic surgeon 
to correct the deformity or re­ 
place the missing part. He may 
have to postpone surgery until 
the child’s bones have stopped 
growing. 
Plastic noses and other parts 


are now being made to help these 
people. The results are so lifelike 
that they are difficult to distin­ 
guish from real skin. 


Similar to Flesh 
These parts are made of acrylic 
plastic, which has a texture and 
resistance s i rn i I a r to normal 
flesh. A mold of the feature to be 
replaced is first made from clay 
or wax. The raw plastic is molded 
to the 
form. 
Expert 
coloring 
blends the tones with the indi­ 
vidual’s own skin. 
Plastic limbs are also being 
made to camouflage deformities 
A patieht can use these parts 
while awaiting plastic surgery at 
some later date 
The new plastics thus offer a 
real boon for people with serious 
deformities.

Easter is the 
most 
important 
festival of the Christian Church 
More people participate in vtor 
ship on Easter Sunday than upon 
any other Sunday of the church 
year. However, only a few can ex 
plain why Easter comes on a dif 
ferent Sunday every year. 


Ministers are asked every year 
at this time: “ Why is it that Easter 
is not on a set date like Christ 
mas?” 


Easter is a 
Christian 
festival 
commemorating the Resurrection 
of Jesus Christ. The English word 
comes from Eastre or Estera, a 
Teutonic goddess to whom sacri 
face was offered in April. Early 
in the Christian era the name was 
transferred to the Passover feast 
The word Easter does not appear 
in the New Testament, except in 
the American revised version in 
Acts 12:4 where it stands for Pass 
over. There is no trace of an Eas­ 
ter celebration in the'New Testa- 
ment, although some think there 


is an intimation of it in I Cor 5:7 
At first the 
Jewish Christians 
continued to celebrate the Resur 
rection along with the Passover 
feast and looked upon Christ as 
the true Paschal Lamb. This nat­ 
urally passed over into the com­ 
memoration of the Death and Res­ 
urrection of Our Lord, as the Eas­ 
ter feast. 


However, differences arose as to 
the exact time of the Easter cele­ 
bration, the Jewish Christians nat­ 
urally fixing it at the time of the 
Passover feast which was regulated 
by the paschal moon. 
rn rn rn 


ACCORDING to this reckoning. 
it began on the evening of the 
14th day of the moon of the month 
of Nisan. and without regard to the 
day of the week. But the Gentile 
Christians identified it with 
the 
first day of the week. Thus, Sun 
day became the Resurrection Day, 
and this is the reason why Chris­ 
tians everywhere come into their 
churches to worship every Sun­ 
day. 


But still no plan had been ar­ 
rived at by which the proper Sun­ 
day could be set for the Eastei 
celebration. The Council of Nice. 
in 325 A D., decreed that it should 
be on Sunday but did not fix the 
particular Sunday. This matter was 


left to the Bishop of Alexandra to 
determine, since that city was then 
regarded as the authority in 
tronomical matters. 
But this did not prove satisfac 
tory to the western churches; a 
definite rule for the determination 
of Easter was needed. 
The rule was finally adopted in 
the seventh century, to celebrate 
Easter on the Sunday following the 
14th day of the calendar moon 
which comes on or after the vernal 


equinox which is fixed for March 
21. 


THE V ER N A L equinox is the 
point at which the sun crosses the 
celestial equator on its way north, 
and is the point in the spring when 
the day and the night are of equal 
length. 
' 
The time when this occurs is 
about March 21 and it marks the 
first day of spring From then on 
the days become longer than the 
nights, until the autumnal equinox. 


when the sun crosses the celestial 
equator going from north to south. 
The the nights become longer than 
the days. This comes at about 
September 22. and marks the first 
day of fall. 


Easter has been arranged to fall 
upon the Sunday following the first 
full moon after the vernal (spring) 
equinox. Easter Sunday, therefore, 
can fall as early as March 22 and 
as late as April 25. 
Easter Sunday always falls upon 


the Sunday following the full moon, 
following the vernal equinox, and 
is actually based upon the Jewish

Our Debt to Doubters 
Sunday School Lesson

It has been the habit of religi 
ous people through many genera 
lions to speak contemptuously of 
those who doubt, as though it 
were a sin to ask questions. 


In c o n t r a s t to this attitude 
there is the saying of the Old 
Testament prophet, “ Come, now 
let us reason together.” 
Good religion has nothing to 
hide; the honest questioner is a 
welcome guest at faith’s fireside 
As a matter of fact, we are all 
profoundly indebted to the doubt­ 
ers. 


Doubting Thomases 
The man who finds it difficult 
to believe some of the great 
things of religion is often refer­ 
red to as a “ doubting Thomas,” 
as though the disciple who in­ 
sisted upon proving the facts was, 
somehow, just a little inferior to 
those who believed without prov­ 
ing. 


This week s Sunday school les­ 
son is a record of the respectful 
way Jesus treated an honest 
doubter, such as Thomas was. 
The scripture may represent 
Thomas as a gloomy sort of in­ 
dividual who always found it 
difficult to believe good news, but 
certainly| does not describe him 
as though he were a sinner. 
Some of the greatest things we 
know’ were first proved to be I rue 
by doubting Thomases—by peo­ 
ple who refused to believe the old 
interpretations and set out to find 
answers which would stand Ihe 
test of time.

Without Thomas’ doubts and 
the dispelling thereof, the whole 
Christian movement would have 
lost a great certainty. The dis­ 
ciple who insisted upon proof— 
and good religion never fears 
such a doubter—dug up evidence 
which has supported timid souls 
through all the centuries since.

Department show the best 
chicken flocks now require only 2.7 
pounds of feed to produce one 
pound of chicken. Five years ago 
it took nearly twice that much. 


The 
department 
says 
that 
in 
these days of high grain and other 
feed product prices savings in feed 
make it possible for poultrymen to 
supply Americans with a 
record 
quantity of chicken meat at rea­ 
sonable prices. 
Feed represents more 
than 
601 
per cent of the cost of producing 
broilers. 
Each 
decrease 
of 
one 
pound in the feed required to pro­ 
duce a pound of broiler saves al­ 
most five cents 
a 
pound in the ] 
cost of the broiler. 
On a three - pound broiler, 
the 
saving would amount to 15 cents, j 
The profit margin in broiler raising j 
is so close that this 
could 
often 
mean the difference between profit 
and loss. 
Officials say if poultrymen used 
the feeds and feeding practices of 
IO years ago current grain prices 
would require that they get at least 
50 per cent more for their chickens 
than now paid them.
